Washington—Members o£ congress 


and President Hoover are showing 
concern over the battle between the 
federal reserve board and the spec- 
ulators. Prosposals for legislation to 
enlarge the povers of the 
federal 


board are being discussed on Capitol 
Hill. Mr. Hoover ia staying out of 


controversy himself, but he is 


keeping informed of what is going 
on. 


The concern of all is whether the 


business situation will be affected' by 
the high money rates that prevail. 
Thus far industrial and business ac- 
tivity have continued on* a satisfac- 
tory basis and it is the picture of 
possible ris-3 in the expense to com- 
mercial borrowers that is being con- 
stantly projected as the chief rea- 
son for the federal reserve board's 
warnings to the speculating ele- 
ment. 


Congress Is generally sensitive to 


any change in business 
conditions. 


The cost of borrowing money for 
construction of buildings has already 
gone up and It is said that in citias 
like Xew York for instance, second 
mortgage money is obtainable only 
at such discounts of bonuses as to 
make the total cost something above 
18 per cent and occasionally as high 
as 23 ;per cent. Just what this may 
do tovyard slowing., down, the con- 
struction industry can be conjected 
but in a. measure the same difficulty 
may apply' to other businesses re- 
quiring a constant use of borrowed 
funds. 


REPLACE FUNDS 


Corporations 
which have 
been 


lending their funds in the Xew York 
market are finding uses for such 
funds at home to take the place of 
funds they have been borrowing 
heretofore at low rates 
from the 


banks. 
Some of these Institutions 


have been gradually raising the in- 
terest rates even on large accounts 
and old customers. This Is not yet 
widespread but it is a symptom of 
tl.e general situation. The federal re- 
•erve board takes the position that 


l this is largely due to the fact 


that the speculators are absorbing 
credit that shoulc go to commercial 
uses, or to put it another way, they 
are making credit to scarce as to 
force its cost higher and higher. 


When congresc 
reconvenes, the 


clamor from different parts of the 
country for an easing of the situa- 
tion will become acute. There is 
{•Iways a sort of anti-Wall Street 
feeling here when any 
difficulties 


about money control arise and the 
conservative heads in Washington 
fear that if the tendency is permit-, 
ted to grow that the situation must 
be handled by congress, some other 
things may be injected into the leg- 
islation which would be dangerous 
for the future. 


The federal reserve act has In 15 


years been amended and changed 
to some extent but the friends of 
the law have succeeded.In resisting 
major attempts to make the system 
too rigid. At present the board has 
wide discretionary powers. 


Shall some of these powers be 


made mandatory? 
Shall congress 


in effect direct 
by law how 
en- 


e'-gencies shall be handled and give 
the board really no alternative but 
to enforce the laws covering specific 
transaction in the complicated world 
world of credit. 


The alternative, of course. Is that 


the board be allowed to work out the 
situation itself without outside inter- 
ference or pressure for In this case 
particularly the board Is trying to 
carry out what appears to be the 
sentiment of those most active in 
congress

To the extent that the Xew York 


speculators render the. federal re- 
serve board helpless, either by

Herrick, American ambassador, on 
Thursday and then \vill send the body 
of the beloved American back to his 
homeland aboard the newest and 
fastest French cruiser, the Tourville. 


Paris — (AP) — France Monday 


mourned the death of another of the 
men who helped it through the dark 
rocky days of the war. 


United States Ambassador Myron 


T. Herrick was another nation's son, 
but this country felt the loss almost 
as though he were her own. 


Death came to Ambassador Her- 


rick at 4:10 Sunday afternoon after 
a sudden swift heart attack that 
within -an hour left him lifeless but 
with a smile on his lips, on his bed 
at the embassy. He was 75 years 
old. 


Shortly afterward Premier Ray- 


mond Poincare told assistant mil- 
itary attache at the embassy: "Any- 
thing that the French government 
can do shall be done. Ambassador 
Herrick's family may ask anything 
they please and it shall be done." 


French newspapers appeared Mon- 


day with flaring headlines, "France 
has lost one of her greatest friends." 
Columns were devoted to eulogies. 


PRESIDENT'S TRIBUTE 


President Gaston Doumergue Im- 


mediately after he was. Informed of 
the ambassador's death' entrusted 'an 
expression of condolence.on behalf of 
the nation to Admiral Vedel, General 
Lasson and.Jules Michel, head of bis 
civil cabinet, who called at the em- 
bassy to deliver it. 


Frenchmen remembered more than 


anything else that Ambassador Her- 
rick remained In Paris in 1914, and 
how he offered M. Poincare, then 
president, to fly the United States 
flag over the Louvere and buildings 
containing France's art treasurers to 
shield them from possible destruc- 
tion should the Germans take the 
city. 


The funeral arrangements and the 


part the French nation would play 
in them were 
held 
in 
abeyance, 


pending conferences with officials in 
Washington and with Mr. Herrick's 
son. 


The body rested Monday on a bed 


in the room in which he died.

The root should be 
kept out of contact with the fertiliz- 
er, however. Bone meal in the fall 
and wood ashes in the spring are 
recommended.

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PROHIBITION FRAUD 


' > • .The issuing of a warrant for the ar- 


rest of Congressman M. A. Michaclson 
of Illinois, charged with serious viola- 
tion of the prohibition law, is another 
of those scandals which daily occur in 
connection with the 18th amendment. 
Even-the indictment of the congress- 


'" man., itself is involved in scandal, 
'. for it was returned last October in 
Florida by federal grand jury and has 


' been placed in the hands of officers for 
action. Obviously it was suppressed to 
aid Mr. Michaelson in his candidacy 
' for reelection, and because of the harm- 
i-ful effects it might have on the Repub- 
j Hcan campaign. 
Michaelson, by the 


. way, represents a dry district in Chi- 
/cago. He has posed as an ardent pro- 
\ hibitionist and has received cordial 
(^upport of the- Anti-Saloon league. He 
'- is charged with smuggling into Florida 
• a trunk full of liquor^not only in viola- 
; tion of the 18th amendment, but the 
] revenue law which provides a heavy 
fpenalty for an attempt to evade cus- 
j toms.

Undoubtedly other congressmen and 


• senators are doing the same thing. It 


"' is a notorious fact that throughout the 
\~dry regime Washington and the cap- 


itol have been the wettest places in 


, America. It is even charged that Prcsi- 
:. dent Harding smuggled supplies of 
; liquor from 
Great Britain through 


; foreign embassies. The hypocrisy of 


_'. prohibition enforcement and of those 
' clothed with executive, legislative and 
•; administrative power and rcsponsibil- 


•; ity is what has disgusted the American 
^people with this noble or ignoble cx- 
; periment. Never at any time since the 
18th amendment has been adopted has 


, there been a genuine purpose on the 
' part of the federal government to cn- 
' force it. Eyes of the government have 
been closed to the rankest violations of 
' the law, and have been ever ready to 


• extend favoritism ' in the "proper" 
; places. Florida has remained soaking 
wet and has constituted a mockery of 
prohibition with the full consent and 
' approval of Washington. Huge con- 
spiracies against the law have been 
winked at because of the pull of politi- 
'cians linked up with these enterprises 
making millions of profit and liberally 
employing of bribery. 


The fanaticism of dry enforcement 


about which the Chicago Tribune goes 
-into hysterics daily is a matter of no 
-real importance. -It exists principally 
.in the mind of the Tribune,' whose sole 
regard is for the bootleggers, gangsters 
and criminals that defy the govern- 
ment, and now and then are killed, 
wounded or sent to prison. The scan-

THE LIFE FOR A PINT LAW 
The Michigan senate by unanimous 


vote passed the administration Wat- 
son bill, which strikes from the statute 
books the law under which minor vio- 
lators of the prohibition law may be 
sentenced to prison for life. The bill 
has been signed by Governor Green. 
It goes into effect immediately. It was 
under the fourth conviction act that 
five violators of prohibition laws have 
been sentenced to the penitentiary for 
life. In some of these cases the offense 
consisted merely of having possession 
of a small amount of liquor. Under the 
revised criminal 
code these chronic 


prohibition offenders will draw man- 
datory terms of from 71/- to 15 years. 


The prohibition forces of Michigan 


made a strong effort to keep the orig- 
inal law intact, and the Anti-Saloon 
league including some of the churches 
are said to have vigorously opposed 
modification of the fourth conviction 
act now made. This'was merely carry- 
ing prohibition to extremes. It was em- 
ploying such severity as would in time, 
and as did in fact in Michigan in a 
short time, bring about a social and 
moral revulsion. 


The principle of the fourth convic- 


tion act is entirely sound. Habitual 
criminals when convicted four times of 
felony ought to be locked up the rest of 
their lives. The rights of society are 
superior to any individual rights they 
may have and society ought to be pro- 
tected against them. There is always 
the pardon power in the background to 
remedy miscarriages of justice and to 
reward 
established 
reformation 
of 


character. 
The Michigan-law was a 


mistake only to the extent that it in- 
cluded trivial violations of the prohibi- 
tion law in the list of offenses for 
which four convictions required life im- 
prisonment. Michigan need make no 
apology for honest effort to cooperate 
with the federal government in the en- 
forcement of prohibition. Conditions 
are a lot better in- that state than in 
states which have laid down on the 
job. It made a mistake which was easi- 
ly rectified and now it is in a position 
to enforce the law without fear or 
favor. In all probability the victims of 
the so-called 
life-for-a-pint law will 


have their sentences commuted. 


LINED UP FOR WORLD COURT 


The way of entrance for the United 


States into the World Court grows 
smoother. The protocol worked out by 
Elihu Root, the distinguished Amer- 
ican jurist, has been accepted by the 
international commission and will go 
to the United States senate and the 
various member nations for ratifica- 
tion. The other countries may ratify at 
the September meeting _pf the League 
of Nations. 


This agreement seems to safeguard 


American interests no less effectively 
than the bald 
reservations accom- 


panying the senate's vote to join the . 
court. It merely interprets and applies 
the reservations in such a way as to 
make them a little easier of acceptance 
by the other nations. 


The crucial point is the court's right 


to deliver an "advisory opinion" on an 
international, dispute in which the 
United States claims an interest. The 
senate's declaration of a right to veto 
the court's handling of any such case 
is indirectly upheld by the protocol. It 
is not yet definitely settled whether 
the other members have such a veto 
right or not. 


The foreign view in general is that 


the United States is being granted a 
privileged position. For this reason it 
is possible that, while the senate rati- 
fies the protocol, some other govern- 
ment may refuse, thus leaving our 
country still outside the court looking 
in. But such action is hardly expected.

Today's Anniversary 


THE FIRST RAILROAD 


Today is the anniversary of the humble begin- 


ning of railroads in the United States. Just 103 
years ago. tho Granite railroad started to oper- 
ate. It was built by the state of Massachusetts 
and those citizens in particular who were inter- 
ested in erecting the Bunker Hill Monument. 


Its purpose was to haul stone for the monu- 


ment down from the quarries at Quincy, Mass., 
to a wharf on the Xcponset river, from where it 
was shipped to its destination. This pioneer 
tramway was only three miles long, and cost 
only $34,000. but it marked the beginning of our 
modern network of systems, with their 250,000 
miles of track. 


This road was followed, later in the same year 


and early In the next, with two others in Penn- 
sylvania, built by coal mining companies to haul 
coal over the mountains. 


These roads, since they depended on stationary 


engines and gravity instead of 
locomotives, 


were not tho type of railroads that we know, 
but they wcro the forerunners of them, and their 
.success hastened the coming of locomotive-drawn

and residence, will receive a ballot or ballots from the .ballot clerk 
which must have indorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot 
clerks, and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the' 
voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the 
same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter ;is to the proper 
manner of marking ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in cr.y 
manner whom to vote for. 


On the Judicial and Superintendent Ballot the voter will make a 


cross or mark in the square to the right of the name of each candidate 
lie wishes to vote for, or write in the name, if it be not there. 


(d) 
A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the 


people by making a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the 
answer which he intends to give. 


(e) 
If a ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk. 


<vho must issue another in its stead,'but not more than three in all of 


any one kind shall lie issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballots. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to 
assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and 
may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any 
person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(f) 
After it is marked the ballot should be folded so that the in- 


ciide cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signa- 
tures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter 
should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the in- 
spector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot, or ballots to 
be placed in the ballot box and pass out of the voting place.

A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unablo 


to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark 
his ballot, can have assistance of two election officers in marking same, 
to be chosen by the voter: and if he declares that he is totally blind, he 
may he assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal 
voters of the country.

Eidicule of a little child will cause 


this unfortunate trait to grow to a 
gigantic and fearsome thing —un- 
dermining his health and happiness, 
ruining his selfesteem, strangling his 
desire to attempt new things: alto- 
gather it wil do more to make him 
miserable in later years than all oth- 
er things put together. 


I stress this because mothers can 


do so much to avoid it. It must Jtte 
begun early, too, vigilance for the 
contributing causes to that complex 
—as early as his second year, if 
not his first. 


Never allow other 
children 
to 


iriake fun of your baby. Don't call 
attention to his little mistakes. Don't 
punish him or scold him while oth- 
er people are looking on. Praise all 
bis rude little attempts to do things. 
Don't make him wear something 
he does not like. If you laugh at his 
cut£ little tricks, he'll be quick to 
know the difference. He'll laugh, too. 
laughing with him is not laughing 
at him. Never make him show off 
before people.

Jealousy is a result of selfishness. 


The best way to cure it Is never to 
let it start Again we must use our 
old method of supplanting an unhap- 
py trait with a 
desirable one. 


Change the child's theme of thought 
by having him do "& kindly act for 
the person he is jealous of. One of 
the greatest steps in child training 
Is this theory of supplanting undesir- 
able traits with good ones by substi- 
tuting another activity.

without any doubt "high score." The 
high iron and vitamin content

well. 


Now that so many vegetables are 


sold by tbo pound rather than Quart 
and peck it may help some Inexper- 
ienced housewives aa well as those 
who have marketed 
for years by 


"dry measure" to know that one 
pound of good spinach will serve a 
family of three. With this in mind 
it's comparatively easy to compute 
the amount needed for one's Indivi- 
dual family. 


As mothers have learned the vir- 


tues of spinach the demand has been 
so stimulated that it's procurable in 
the markets the whole year round. 
The early spring harvest usually is 
the heaviest and of finest quality. 


When you go to market and shop 


for spinach, look for plants 
with 


plenty of good healthy leaves. This 
vegetable is an edible foliage so the 
condition of the leaves is important. 
Medium sized plants of good, dark 
green color, leaves fresh and crisp, 
free from sand or dirt, are desirable 
and mean that the vegetable will be 
tender and a good bright green when 
cooked and dressed for the table.

of spinach 
is decidedly 


weedy. 
However, weedy spinach 


means loss of weight as well as 
time in sorting out the weeds. 


Spinach which Is very sandy or 


dirty is extremely difficult to clean, 
Cor the grit seems'to defy all wash- 
ing and is sure to remain in the 
cooked dish. 


If the leaves are light colored and 


of a yellowish tinge and tightly curl- 
ed, plant insects are usually present 
and the spinach itself will not have 
a >pleasant flavor when cooked. If 
this condition prevails, that particu- 
lar lot of spinach should not be pur- 
chased. 
A few plants with a yel- 


lowed leaf do not mean an Inferior 
quality and of course the center of 
the plants often contains tender yel- 
low baby leaves which are most de- 
sirable. 


If the housewife will buy 
>her 


spinach with care, cook and serve it 
with care and then devise an 
in- 


triguing name for the dish, she will 
hear no grumbling from the assemb- 
led family at mealtime.

mond smugglers doing a business of 
$50.000,000 a year. 


When Mclntyre, a handsome po- 


liceman, and Landau, a New York 
jeweler were arrested last November, 
with William Ballyn, 
the singing 


waiter, there was talk of a $10,000,- 
000 jewel smuggling ring," centering 
in Amsterdam. 


When Albert K. C. Lahaye, petty 


officer of the Red Star liner Belgen- 
land,' and Leo Ginsberg. New York 
jeweler, were arrested Dec. 16,' the 
international ring had faded out of 
the picture. John Roberts, head of 
the diamond unit 
of the treasury 


department, 
said the government 


agents were no longer working on 
the*theory of a

spiracy but that,

ations.

ets.

admittedly fighting a losing fight. 
With America so big and a diamond 
so small, the smugglers seem to get 
most of the "breaks." The smugglers 
profit by the 20 per cent duty on dia- 
monds and it is on 
this margin 


that they are working. The jewelers" 
have seriously considered a move in 
congress for the abolition* of jewel 
tariffs, in order to make the business 
proprofitable. 


According to the evidence which 


the government was to submit Mon- 
day, Mclntyre, 
the policeman, re- 


ceived only $200 for his alleged par- 
ticipation in bringing $50,000 worth 
of diamonds. Ballyn, the waiter, is 
said to have received only ?100. Bal-' 
lyn's-takings are &aid to have been 
only $1,000 in two or three y^ears. In 
view of these slim percentages, the 
government agents are perplexed-as 
to how the Antwerp smugglers can 
get dependable allies.' 


In Monday's trial, tne government 


will spring a surprise in the testi- 
mony of a foreign buyer, brought to 
this country to appear against Mc- 
lntyre.

FISHERIES BUREAU 


FINISHES SURVEY 


Demands Questionaire An- 


swers Before Filling Orders 
for Fish 


A new order has been issued by the 


United States Bureau of Fisheries 
whereby it is necessary for chap- 
ters of the Izaak Walton league or 
other groups of individuals to 
fill 


out questionaires before placing or- 
ders for fish to be planted in rivers, 
lakes or streams, according to Rich- 
ard Sykcs, president of the 
local 


chapter of the Izaak Walton league. 


Two weeks ,ago the local chapter 


ordered a carload of "crappie" or 
strawberry bass and black bass. Mr. 
Sykes received a copy of the qucs- 
tionaire which he must fill out before 
shipment is made. 


The Bureau of Fisheries conducted 


a survey of tho condition of various 
stream?, rivers and lakes and found 
that fish which they had been send 
ii.j for propagation were not receiv- 
ing the proper care on arrival and 
were being planted in the wrong kind 
of water. 


In some cases it was found they 


were being dumped into the streams 
and rivers from bridges, in which 
case many of the fish were dead be- 
fore they reached the water. It Is 
necessary that the temperature of 
the water in the shipping cans be 
lowered to the temperature of the 
streams before they are planted, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sykes. Fish should 
not be dumped into the water, but 
the cans should be lowered into tMe 
stream to permit the fish to leave 
by themselves. 


The survey also revealed that peo- 


ple planting such fish as perch and 
"crappie" in cold streams, in which 
case most of them were unable to 
survive. It also revealed that fin- 
gerling trout were being planted In 
lakes and rivers which had a high 
temperature. 


When cans are set in the water to 


permit the small fish to swim into 
the stream by themselves it is ad- 
visable that piles of brush be thrown 
along the shore into which the fish 
can swim. It was found that many 
of the "fingerlings" were swallowed 
by larger fish when they left the 
c ns..

appeared from all sections save 
those of. the 
Indian reservations, 


logging of hemlock and other less 
valuable species continued. In the 
early nineties Hollitser and Amps 
of Oshkosh, operated in Langlade-co. 
The foreman of their camps was Joe 
Pheland. Among his crew of rough 
and ready "lumber jacks" and "riv- 
er hogs" were "Pigeon" Shepardson. 
Burt. Dan and Jotjn. Leonard, Jim 
O'Brien. Davo Jackson, Bogue Dick- 
ey and others. His crew consisted of 
about 200 men. 


Tho spring drives down the "Wolf 


river were made from Lilly to the 
Bay Boom at iSke Poygan." where 
th° «n*-HT}j» fi^tf T»IC*C**. Thefe drives 
usually began the first part of Aprl 
and often lasted through half of 
the summer, depending on conditions 
of the river. 


Great rafts of logs from 
Wes' 


^ Branch, "West Branch Creek, 
Re< 


Kiver and the Brergreen joined the 
main drive on the Wolf at various 
points. They came from privatelj 
owned timber - lands and from 
the 


Menommee reservation. Those from 
Hie Indian lands were mostly pine 
nnd they were sorted with the rest al 
Bay Boom, the proceeds of the sales 
which followed going to the Indians 
They Were known as "L*. S." logs. 


Owing to shallow places In 
the 


river "head water" was necessary at 
all times in driving the Wolf. This 
was secured by means of dams, the 
first one being located at Post Lake 
the headwaters of the Wolf. Others 
were the Gardner, Dells and Lang- 
lade dams. 


After the spring drives started these 


dams were closed and opened daib 
by men stationed there for that pur 
pose. As soon as a head of water 
was secured, which occurred during 
each twenty-four 
hours and ofter 


sooner, the sluice-ways were openec 
letting tho logs through to be car- 
ried on tho flood title down to the 
next dam. At tho Dells dam an in- 
genious apparatus was 
installed 


whereby a. cowbell rang in camp on 
Fhore when the water reached a cer- 
tain height. This was the signal for 
the removal of the slash boards. 


Tho men who worked on the riv- 


er were of a necessity hardy and in- 
ured to the 
discomforts of 
their 


strenuous life. Often they were wet 
to the skins for days at a time 
working from daylight till sundown 
and sleeping in their wet garments 
Four meals 
were served daily — 


breakfast at sunrise, first lunch at 
ten A. jr.. second lunch at two P. 
M. and supper at sundown. After 
this was over there was not very 
much to do for five or six hours but 
get ready for the next day. 


At the Bay Boom, on Lake Poygan 


tho drives 'ended. 
Hero the logs 


were sorted into rafts for the own- 
ers, among whom were

on the sides and stamped on the 
ends with the private marks of the 
compaJiles owing1 them. . Ilollister 
and Amos' side mark was "notch, 
scallop, notch." and their end stamp, 
a "heart." That of Moore and Gal- 
loway was a "diamond" end stamp 
and "diamonds, two v's" for the 
sides. 


LOST LOGS AT PACE 


As the logs were sorted from £ 


main boom they -were apportioned off 
into rafts moored side by side. I 
tween these rafts lay a strip of TI 
tcr called the "race." As the logs 
came from the main boom into the 
"race," the gap tenders shunted 
them from side to sido th'rough the 
narrow opening into the raits of the 
various owners. 


Some, naturally, were missed by 


the markers and these logs passed 
through the "race" to what was 
known as the "prize boom." 
Here 


they were- sold to the highest bid- 
ders. From this point tugs towed 
the rafts to Oshkosh and other 
points. 


As intimated, the daily life of the 


river men was far from pleasant. 
Of all tho various occupations in con- 
nection with driving none was more 
hazardous than that of the batteau 
men and tho jam runners. 
One of 


the worst places on the Wolf 
for 


jams was at Burnt Shanty Hips. 
Here, "Pigeon" Shepardson. and Ed 
Zamsow were stationed for weeks at 
a time and during these periods they 
were required to be on the job day 
and night. A straggling log would 
come floating innocently down until 
it met up with a partially submerged 
rock on which it" immediately an- 
chored. 
Others would follow 
and 


become lodged until in a very short 
time an annoying jam was started. 
It then became the duty of tho "jam 
runners" to break it. If their peav- 
ics failed to dislodge the "keylog." 
a chargo 
of dynamite would be 


placed and exploded, sometimes cut- 
ting a big timber into slivers, but in- 
A.ariably breaking the jam. 


The work of the batteau men was. 


perhaps, the most dangerous of all 
the river work. Their duties were to 
follow in the rear of the main drive. 
bringing 
into line all recalcitrant 


logs which lingered by reason Of 
shallow water or other obstructions. 
On ono occasion, "Pigeon" Shepard- i 
?on and Dan LconaiU were running 
Vittcau. At the head of tho Del!.-;, 
vhcre the river narrows to less than 
twenty feet and where, for that rea- 
son, tho undertow is terrific.

tending: the state university and nor- 
mal schools has been made in a bill 
introduced In the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture by Senator William H. Mark- 
bam. Horicon. 


If- the blU passes, state revenues 


from tuition would increase at least 
$800,000 a blenium, according to Sen- 
ator Markham. 
. tinder the bill, out ot state tuition 
would be raised to $150* a year, and 
to meet the $300.000 
a year gain 


plan, the University of Wisconsin re- 
gents would be forced 
to increase 


state fees from $24 a year to $50. 
Moreover, 
a $50 a year minimum 


professional and graduate course fee 
is provided in the measure. 


At present; state students pay $24 


& year, the only legislative fee lev- 
led, while out of state students pay 
an additional $124 a year,, or a total 
.of $148 fdr the semester's work. 


University of Wisconsin officials 


refuse to comment on the change, 
^Baying the matter is one of state pol- 


icy rather than for the University. 
They say it is a matter for the leg- 
islature to decide; for they believe 
the university should have no part 
in determining how its money is to 
be collected, whether from taxes or 
from tuition. 
They point out that 


most state universities receive a def- 
iriite appropriation from.the legisla- 
ture, plus the fees 
that have been 


collected, while in Wisconsin ,the 
legislative 
appropriation includes 


fees that have 
been paid by stu- 


dents. ' 
- According to estimates, the enroll- 
ment at the state university next 
fall will be 10,000 students, while the 
following year, at the normal gain, 
there -will be 10,330 students. Of this 
number, less than one-third are from 
states other than Wisconsin, for the 
figures since- 1913 show' the highest 
number of- out-of-state 
students in 


1922-23, when 30.8 per cent of the 
student body were from outside the 
state confines, while the lowest was 
in 1916-17, when 27.~8 per cent'were 
from out-state.

Public Must Learn Disease 


Is infectious, Health Board 
Warns 


RIadisoi>— OP) —When the public 


learns pneumonia is an infectious di- 
sease, a lesser toll of citizens will be 
claimed, according to the "Wisconsin 
Board of Health in its biennial re- 
port soon to be published. 


The board will urge a better con- 


trol of the respiratory disease through 
strict isolation and modified quaran- 
tine. 


Pneumonia which claimed 67.7 per- 


sons per 100,000 of population now is 
exceeded in mortality in Wisconsin 
only by heart disease, cancer, cere- 
bral hemmorage and Bright's disease. 


.In a public health, way little has 


been attempted in the prevention of 
cases, the report will say, nor has 
there been any material advance in 
the treatment of pneumonia. 


"Unquestionably many deaths re- 


ported as due to pneumonia during 
the past\20 years were caused by in- 
fluenza with pneumonia complica- 
tions," according to tho summary.

germs is favored by the crowding of 
people in poorly ventilated rooms, 
therefore the greatest 
amount ol 


sickness and the largest number of 
deaths come during the cold, wet 
months." 


STATES' TRAVELING 


LIBRARY IN DEMAND

that their shipment has already 
reached and passed the high range 
of more than a thousand a day. 


The state tra\-eling library, under
